We  ask  tlial  every  pastor  who  reads  this 
will  confer  with  his  church  treasurer,  and  if 
either  of  the  above  amounts  is  given  that 
the  treasurer  or  pastor  will  write  at  once 
and  state  the  number  of  members  and  the 
amount  given  during  the  year  for  world- 
wide evangelization.  , ,

and  has  seen  the  destitution  of  hundreds  of 
millions  without  Christ  has  a better  idea 
of  the  awful  need  of  those  people.  Why 
should  we  who  are  surrounded  with  com- 
forts and  blessings  on  every  hand  neglect 
them  longer!

I am  publishing  in  another  paper  (The

The  confusion  about  this  matter  arisei 
from  a mistranslation  of  episcopos  and  diak- 
onos in  Phil.  1:1  and  L Cor.  3:8-13.  The 
word  bishop  was  invented  to  conceal  the 
meaning  of  episcopos  and  the  word  deacon 
to  conceal  the  word  “minister,”  which  u 
the  meaning  of  the  word  diakonos  every- 
where else  when  it  refers  to  service  in  the 
gospel  of  Christ. 

The  men  in  the  Jerusalem  Church  who 
took  care  of  the  things  provided  for  the  poor 
of  the  church  were  called 
officers  ever  mentioned  in  the  New  Testa- 
ment as  church  officers  or  i - - • 

. evangelists  or  elected  by  the  churches  were 
everywhere  called  “elders.”  Never  was  the  Ban  People 
word  diakonos  in  the  Greek  Testament 
plied  to  any  church  officer,  but  alway 
those  whom  the  Lord  had  put  into  the 
istry  (diakonian). 

Diakonos  means,  a servant 
Latin  word  minister  mean  a servant 
the  Lord  referred  to  his  own  gosp 
he  called  himself  diakoncs.  When  I 
Luke  in  the  Acts  i 
and  used  the  sanii 
translated  minister. 

so  translated  in  the  five  places  referred  to 
in  the  scriptures  cited. 

The  New  Testament  elders  are  nowhere 
mentioned  as  preachers  but  are  described  as 
level-headed  business  men  of  genuine  re- 
ligion and  piety.  There  was  always  a num- 
ber of  them,  seven  at  Jerusalem  and  twel 
at  Ephesus.  I do  not  know  how  many  w<

News  From  Arkansas. 

(By  Selsus  E.  Tull). 

I feel  thst  there  arc  numbers  of  friends 
in  Mississippi  who  will  be  glad  to  hear  from 
me  personally  through  the  Baptist  Record. 
I have  been  too  busy  to  write  before  now. 
I have  now  been  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church  of  Pine  Bluff.  Arkansas,  nearly  four 
months,  having  come  here  the  first  of  August 
I find  in  every  respect  a great  church.  I 
found  the  ground  well  prepared  by  eminent 
predecessors,  the  two  latest  of  whom  were 
Dr.  C.  W.  Daniel,  who  is  now  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  and 
the  lamented  Ross  Moore,  who  died  here 
about  one  year  ago  and  is  buried  on  the 
field  of  his  labors.  The  great  First  Church 
as  she  sUnds  in  her  mighty  strength  today 
is  a monument  of  living  power  to  such  splen- 
did men  of  God.  The  coming  of  the  present 
pastor  has  been  attend  3d  with  most  grati- 
fying results  and  happy  prospects.  In  th  j 
few  months  I have  been  on  the  field  we  have 
passed  through  two  great  campaigns.  One  a 
financial  campaign  for  State  missions  which 
resulted  in  the  raising  of  $1,700.00  for  thst 
purpose,  which  is  an  increase  over  all  past 
records  of  $600  00.  The  other  was  an  evan- 
gelistic campaign  in  which  we  were  assisted 
by  Dr.  W.  D.  Nowlin,  of  Mayfield,  Ky.  In 
this  campaign  we  received  into  the  fellow- 
ship A the  chufch  105  members,  74  by  bap- 
tism. This  makes  158  members  who  have 
been  received  into  the  church  since  I came 
or  an  average  of  over  one  a day.  This  addi- 
tion to  the  membership  puts  our  total  mem 
bership  up  to  982  which  makes  the  First  Bap- 
tist Church  of  Pine  Bluff  numerically  the 
largest  Baptist  church  in  Arkansas.  This 


enlargement  requires  larger  facilities,  and 
me  result  u that  while  we  Have  a uew  house 
ol  worship  we  shall  have  to  put  torth  imme- 
diate steps  lor  au  additiou  Vo  our  ineeuug 
house.

1 tun  just  back  from  attending  the  Arkan- 
sas Baptist  State  Convention  which  met  at 
Arkadelphia.  The  native  brethren  who 
know  the  facta  Bay  it  was  a record  breaking 
and  bis^ory-msAing  convention.  As  an  ob- 
server auu  stranger,  1 own  truthfully  say  it 
was  the  most  enthusiastic  aud  thoroughly 
democratic  convention  l ever  attended.  Ar- 
kansas as  a Baptist  State  ia  just  coming  into 
her  own.  She  has  had  her  lights  and  splits 
but  this  convention  marked  her  triumph  and 
complete  victory.  Her  institutions  have 
been  in  debt  and  her  boards  have  been  ham- 
pered by  limitations,  but  this  great  conven- 
tion made  a clean  sweep  of  everything.

I have  never 
seen  a greater  hour  of  the  sweet*  of  victory 
in  my  life  than  was  that  hour.  The  conven- 
tion remained  in  session  till  half  past  eleven. 
There  were  assembled  on  the  outside  of  tho 
place  of  meeting  about  400  students,  and  as 
soon  as  the  benediction  was  pronounced  the 
college  band  started  up,  a bon-fire  w-aa  light- 
ed and  for  more  than  an  hour  the  college 
students  and  the  thousands  of  visitors  sang 
and  shouted  and  yelled  together!  Imme- 
diately an  endowment  of  $300,000.00  is  to  be 
raised  for  the  colleges,  the  Orphans’  Home 
is  to  be  moved  to  a more  central  place  in 
the  State  and  rebuilt  on  a much  larger  scale, 
and  State  missions  are  to  take  another 
bound  forward.  These  things  betoken  a 
greater  day  for  Arkansas  and  I take  space 
to  recount  them  because  I know  Mississippi 
will  rejojice  in  it. 

If  it  were  not  for  all  these  things  that  God 
is  bringing  before  my  eyes  in  Arkansas,  I 
would  get  bome-sick  for  Mississippi.  How  I 
did  want  to  attend  the  convention  at  Winona 
and  visit  again  dear  and  fragrant  Green- 
wood!

1 that  nearly  all  of  our  successful  pastors  are 
in  the  ranks  of  the  constructive  forces  an  1 
are  going  to  do  more  than  over  to  help  along 
The  Baptist  Record  for  the  good  it  will  do 
our  Lord’s  cause.  It  is  a fact  that  construc- 
tion is  much  more  difficult  than  destruction, 
and  those  who  have  not  the  prowess  to  en- 
gage in  construction,  we  suppose,  must  he 
allowed  to  engage  iu  destruction,  or  they 
would  be  without  a job.

The  Arkansas  Convention,  in  a recent  ses- 
sion at  Arkadelphia  appointed  a committee 
to  purchase  the  property  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  in  Little  Rock  and 
convert  it  into  a Baptist  Sanitarium.  The 
committee  has  full  power  to  act,  if  it  seems 
to  the  members  to  be  the  thing  to  do.

More  than  100  chil- 
dren are  at  present  in  the  Home  at  Monti- 
cello. 

The  campaign,  conducted  in  Nashville  by 
the  Home  Board  evangelists,  closed  last 
Sunday  night.  There  were  420  additions  to 
the  various  Baptist  Churches  in  the  city 
Something  over  600  professions  of  faith. 

Evangelist  W.  A.  McComb  will  assist  Pas- 
tor Gates  in  a meeting  next  week  at  laurel. 
The  Lord  honors  these  faithful  servants  and 
crowns  their  labors  with  his  blessings. 

Pastor  R.  A.  Kimbrough  will  be  aided  in 
a series  of  meetings  at  Blue  Mountain  next 
week  by  Evangelist  Geo.  II.  Crutcher,  of 
Humboldt,  Tenn. 

Rev.  W.  D.  Upshaw,  of  Atlanta  Ga . and 
Bro.  A.  E.  Jennings,  of  Greenwood,  will  bo. 
with  Pastor  Bacon  at  Grenada  the  first  Sun- 
day in  December,  in  the  interest  of  the  Tri- 
State  Hospital  at  Memphis.

The  Dlaconata. 

The  Standard  Dictionary  defines  Diacon- 
ate;  ‘‘The  office  of  a deacon.”  Bro.  Sample 
doubts  whether  the  Bible  recognizes  such  an 
office,  and  asks  for  information  on  the  sub- 
ject. One  of  the  deacons  of  my  church  is 
of  the  same  mind,  and  wants  to  be  enlight- 
ened. There  may  be  others  interested  in 
the  matter,  and  if  I can  give  any  light,  I 
want  them  all  to  share  in  the  benefit. 

Deacon  is  a translation  of  the  Greek  word 
diakonos  which  word  is  given  a wide  appli- 
cation by  the  writers  of  the  New  Testament 
In  this  connection,  to  give  the  meaning  of 
two  other  kindred  words,  will  help  to  a 
clearer  idea  of  the  meaning  of  diakonos. 
These  words  are  diakoneo.  and  diakonia. 
The  first  means  “to  minister”  gnd  “to 
serve. ' ’ T give  a few  scriptnres.  of  thi  manv, 
where  the  word  occurs:  “Behold*  angels 
came  and  ministered  untonim.”  Matt  4:11. 

“I  go  unto  Jerusalem  to  minister  unto  the 
saints.”  Rom.  15:25.  “There  they  made 
him  a supper;  and  Martha  served.”  Jno. 
12:2.  “It  is  not  reason  that  we  should  leave 
the  Word  of  God  and  serve  tables.”  Acts 
6 :2.  The  second  word,  diakonia,  means 
ministry  and  “service.”  and  is  found  in 
the  following  passages:  “Show  whether  of 
these  two  thou  hast  chosen,  that  he  may 
take  part  of  this  ministry.”  Acts  1 :24.  “And 
hath  given  to  us  the  ministry  of  reconcilia 
tion.”  n.  Cor.  5:18.  “I  robbed  other 
churches  taking  wages  of  them  to  do  you 
service.

“Oh,  it  set  Mr.  Ilill  to  think- 
ing.” was  the  rejoinder,  “and  he 
concluded  that  a postal  system 
whieh  incited  people  to  commi' 
petty  fraud  must  be  very  defec 
five.  He  thought  that  if  the  price 
of  postage  was  lowered  from  an 
'•xorhitant  rate  to  one  that  came 
within  the  reach  of  even  the  poor- 
*st,  so  many  more  letters  would 
oass  through  the  mails  that  the 
Inaneial  condition  of  the  treasury 
vould  not  be  impaired,  while  the 
oeople  would  derive  much  addi 
tional  benefit.” 

“He  wnx — irtl  right  in  that, 
wasn’t  he,  Uncle  Bent” 

“Yes,  to  be  sure,  Carl,  and  he 
'leeame  so  interested  in  the  mat 
*er  too,  that  he  managed  to  bring 
his  views  to  the  notice  of  the 
British  government,  which  gave 
hem  so  favorable  a reception  as 
well,  that  on  the  tenth  of  Jan- 
uary. 1840,  which  may  be  con- 
sidered the  birthday  of  the  post- 
age-stamp, letters  began  to  be  cir 
culated  in  every  part  of  the  United 
Kingdom  at  the  postage  rate  of 
only  a penny,  and  the  experiment 
proved  successful  even  beyond  all 
expectations. 

“Rowland  Hill  became  secre- 
ary  to  the  postmaster-general, 
and  during  the  next  ten  years  Su 
great  a change  had  taken  pl&Cv 
that  in  1850  the  number  of  letters 
sent  through  the  mails  had  In- 
creased from  one  million  five  hun- 
dred thousand  to  over  seven  mil- 
lions. But  say,  Carl,  I thought 
you  had  an  errand  in  that  big 
store  building  we  are  just  pass- 
ing,” added  the  uncle,  with  a 
meaning  glance  at  the  letter  the 
hoy  held.

ter. I’m  glad,  though,  that  I don't 
have  to  squander  a whole  shilling

The  Origin  of  the  Postage  Stamp

The  idea  of  the  vacation  school, 
of  developing  in  boys  and  girls  a * 
love  of  outdoor  study  by  provid  ^ 
ing  them  with  gardens,  parks,  .

mer  recess  months  is  being  devel-  ^ 
oped  in  the  town  of  Ashfield. 
Mass.,  into  an  all-the-year-round  ( 
nature  school  where  two  hundred  . 
| boys  and  girls  combine  with  their 
regular  schoolwork  voluntary  na- 
ture study.  I 

Some  time  ago  the  citizens  de-  ^ 
cided  to  offer  to  the  school  chil- 
dren  annual  cash  prizes,  ranging 
from  one  dollar  to  five  dollars,  for 
excellence  in  one  or  more  of  a list 
of  outdoor  studies  to  be  decided 
upon  by  a local  committee.  The 
late  Prof.  Charles  Elliot  Norton, 
of  Harvard,  who  had  a summer 
resilience  at  Ashfield.  offered  to 
help  the  experiment,  and  one  hun- 
dred dollars  was  provided  for  this 
, annual  exhibition. 

I The  movement  proved  astonish- 
Lingly  attractive  to  the  boys  and 
I girls.  At  first,  they  entered  the 

■ contest  for  the  sake  of  the  cash 

■ prizes,  but,  as  each  boy  and  girl 

■ began  to  be  more  interested  in  the 

■ habits  of  the  little  wood-dwellers 
J»nd  these  secrets  that  nature  re- 
veals to  those  who  court  her  with 
interested  eyes,  each  young  con- 
testant began  to  catch  the  enthu- 
liasm  of  the  real  natural  history 
student,  with  the  result  that  to- 
day the  winning  of  a prize  rep- 
resents an  honor  much  greater 
than  its  material  value. 

Today  Ashfield  boasts  an  en- 
thusiastic band  of  youthful  na- 
ture lovers  who  have  set  an  exam- 
ple for  boys  and  girls  throughout 
the  country.
